The term ‘Annuz!” is given to those plants which grow, flower, seed and die within the same year. 

*Biennials” are those plants that do not generally flower until the second season, and after blooming, die. 

“Perennials” are those that do not generally flower until the second year, but continue to bloom for years and may be 

ated by a division of the roots. 

To have a beautiful flower garden, one must take pleasure in working and caring for the plants when young. It has 

to be a necessity to keep such large stocks of bedding and other tender plants under glass through the winter, 
thereby saving the expense of glass, fuel, labor,etc. Weare enabled to send out the highest results of carefully selected 
apa in neat paper packets, from which the amateur will derive his plants by means so simple as to be within the reach 

every one. 

- Nothing is more beautiful than the old time and natural flowers. Do not cast aside the single Petunias, Hollyhocks, 
Box-gloves, Forget-Me-Nots, and the old-time Phlox and Sweet William, for nothing is handsomer than the old fashioned 
flowers. ere we to assist nature more, rather than try to create monstrosities, our gardens would look by far more 
Beautiful and natural. 

The general rules for sowing Flower seeds as well as any other seeds, is to sow them at the proper depth; and the depth 
et which they are sown should in every instance be governed by the size of the seed itself. As the sprouts of small seeds are 
Baturally small, if sown as deep as large seeds they will be either unusually long in starting, or more likely perish in 
oo ground after sprouting, for want of sufficient strength in the young sprouts to force a passage through the soil. 

ory seeds, such as Portulaca, Campanula, Digitalis, etc., should be merely sprinkled on the surface of the ground 
after making it quite smooth with the back of aspade, and barely covered with finely sifted, light mellow soil, and after- 
ward protected from the scorching sun and heavy rains by acloth, mat, or some green branches stuck around it. 

Another object to be considered, is the soil into which the F lower Seeds are to besown. The soil best adapted for fiower- 
tng plants generally, is a light friable loam, containing a sufficient amount of sand to render it porous. A great many 
Sarieties will live in almost any kind of soil, except it be extremely dry, calcareous, or of a stiff heavy character; still to 
give them a fair chance for development, some little pains should be taken in adding to the soil as much as possible, 
what may be wanting init.- Deep digging and enriching with thoroughly decayed manure is the least that should be 
fone. If the weather after sowing should be dry, it will be necessary to water the places where the seeds are sown with 
@ fine rose watering pot. regularly but slightly every evening, as it is essential that the seeds, during their process of 
germination, should be kept constantly moist. From a neglect or oversight of this arise most of the failures. As the 
Process of germination is shorter or longer in the different kinds of seeds, patience of the cultivator is often sorely tried 
with seeds of a slowly germinating character. The patience of a devoted florist, however, never exhausts in these 
manipulations, and the certainty of his final success repay* him fuily for the little trouble.

QUANTITY TO SOW—When early sowing is made, 30 to 40 lbs. of 
seed per acre makes a crop that covers the ground and produces 
good tonnage. If late sowing is made, 60 to 80 lbs. per acre is 
advisable, as the crop does not get to matured growth. Thick 
sowing will aid in choking out weeds. 

The Colorado Stock Pea does not exhaust the soil rapidly like 
some crops, quite the opposite the nitrogen taken from the air 
is stored in the ground through the roots. The growing crop can 
be plowed under when but partly matured,—just in the milk — 
and makes an excellent fertilizer. Orchardists are learning this 
and consider the crop valuable for this purpose alone. 


HARVESTING—If wanted as pea-hay the growth should be at the period when the supply of nutriment in milk is in 
the vine just forming the pod, cut and & ived like ordinary hay.

Eating the peas one ata 
time, as they have to do. they eat more slowly and so avoid the danger of overfeeding. There is no waste by this 
method of feeding. The lambs pick up every spear of the hay, and even paw the peas out of the ground, when they 
have been covered up by the tramping of many hoofs. Lambs will grow fat on ground where hardly a pea can be 
seen, or aspearof anything growing. The lambsare not fed any grain or any hay. They are shipped to market just 
as they come from the fields. Some grower- reserve a small patch of peas upon which they turn their lambs to top 
them off, just before shipping, cleaning up this ground with a band of hogs after the lambs have been shipped. Hogs 
are often fed with lambs on the same patch of peas. 


FATTENING HOGS WITH FIELD PEAS—With hogs, the vines may be raked off and threshed for seed. The hogs will 
pi :k up every pea from the ground, eat and digest it. Hogs may be run withlambs or cattle on pea ground. to advant- 
age.

We presume all receiving this catalogue will know what section honey boxes are, but for fear it may fall into the 
hands of some who are not conversant with the usages of bee keepers, a word of explanation here will not be amiss: 
A section honey boxis a strip of wood with three V-shaped groves cut at right angles across the section on one side 
(see letter A, figure 4). These groves are cut at the proper distances apart, so when the strip is folded up it will form 
-sides and ends of box, of the length desired, For instance, to make a section 44x44, the grooves would be cut at such 
distances as to divide the strip into four equal patie (see figure 4). These strips are dovetailed on the end; hence, these 
hoxes can be folded, and the two ends being dovetailed together. it requtres no nails or glue to hold them in place, 
Letter B, figure 4, shows a corner of the box after being folded. Slots are cut in the edges of these strips to form pas- 
sages for the bees to pass in and out of them. We find the best material for making sections is basswood, and the 
best quality of this comes from Wisconsin. the fibre being more perfect; hence, the boxes will fold up with less breakage 
than those made from basswood grown further south. The Wisconsin basswood also has a whiteness that surpasses 
that of the southern growth. 


FIRST QUALITY BASSWOOD SECTIONS—NO,. 1. 

These are to be perfect white sections, all those with weather stains or black spots on them being culled out. Indeed 
they are ‘snow white.” If you intend to market your honey in the large cities, it will pay you to use the No. 1 white 
‘sections
